‘ imagin’d- they would have fent fo bold a Letter to 
‘ the Laudable’ Republick as that of the 31ft of Ja- 
“ puary; in which they declare War,againft the Can- 
“rons, unjefs, the Cantons will declare War againft 


the Emperor.. That the French, not.content with 


* having already feduc’d fome of the Cantons from 
‘che Emperor's Party , would have them blindly 
‘ obey their Reafons of State, and the Orders of 
Verfailles:. Which they prefs with fuch Arguments, 


‘ as plainly thew the Marquefs de Puifieux is not ac- 


‘ quainted with the Rights and Cuftoms of War, nor 
* the Law of Nations; Nor can difcern,that the Em- 
‘ peror has caufe, tho’ the King of France has none, 


‘to puta Stop on his fide to the Commerce of all 


‘ Switzerland, it being moft appar that the Selfith 
‘ Defigns of fome particular Men hinder things from 
‘taking a better Turn.- That France , who fome 
‘ Years ago was beholden to Switzerland for ridding 
‘her of a burthenfom War, now in recompence, 
‘ (following the Machiavellian Maxim, Calumniare 
‘ audatter, Semper aliquid beret ; lay on load of Ca- 
* lumny, Tne of i¢ will ftick,) by the help of the dif- 
* loyal Elector of Bavaria, feeks to compel her to 
‘ abfolute Obedience ; relying on her great number 
* of Penfioners among the Regents of Switzerland, 
“and making fure Account that the Laudable Can- 
‘tons, will prefer the French Yoke, to the Liberty 
‘ of which they make fuch high Boafts. Wherefore 
‘the Imperial Ambaffador warns the Cantons at 
“length to open their Eyes, and take effectual Refo- 
“lutions ¢’er it be too late, &c, And in a Poftfcripr 
‘ the faid Minifter acquaints the Cantons, that the 
‘French had a third time pafs’d over the Frontier 
* Territories of Bafil , and feiz’d the Imperial Go- 
“ vernor of Wihlen and carry’d him to Hunninghen ; 
‘adding, that he makes no doubr but the Cantons 
* will thew their refentment of it, fecing the Info- 
* lence of the French is running to that heighth, thar 
* fhortly they will lay. the fame Claim, to the Fron- 
* tiers of Batil, they have already done to the Iflands 
‘in the Rhine. 


This Memorial fo incens’d the French Ambaffa- 
dor, that he has written the following Letter. 


Magnificent Lords ! 

Perceive Count Traurmanfeorf cither knows 

not, or has forgotten, what becomes the Cha- 
“acter of an Ambaffador, even among Infidels ; 
‘ for, did he underftand it, he wou!d be fenfible that 
“he wounds himfelf with rhe Expreffions that are 
* pointed at me in the Memorial deliver’d not long 
“fince to the Cantons. He may be apr to fay, I 


“ know, that the Injury done ro an Ambaffador, di- 
‘rectly touches the Sovereign whofe Minifter he is ; 
So, Count Trautmanfdorf on this occafion attacks 
“ my King, the more profeftly, becaufe I incerted 
“no other in my jaft Letter, than the very words 
“ which his Majefty order'd me to employ, in men- 
tioning the Hoftilities commitred in your Terri- 
“ tories. Did not other Confiderations than what I 
“have for Count Trautmanfdorf withhold me, J 
_* might be prompted to retort upon him; but know- 
“ing him for the Emperor’s Ambaffador, for whom 
« I preferve the Refpect due to his Imperial Dignity, 
“I forbear recriminating, in an Opinion that my 
* Moderation in this Cale will be more acceptable 
“to Men of Underftanding, than the Clamour of 


‘ the faid Count, fo unbecoming the Character of 


“the Ambaffador of a Prince of the firft Rank in 
* Chriftendom. 


Since this, the French Ambaffador deliver’d in a 
Memorial on the 9th inftant, which is too long to be 
incerted in this Letter. 


From the Amfterdam Courant, dated March 31. 
Bafil, March 21. ’Tis rumour’d here, That the 
French will attack the Forreft Towns, tho’ the 
cannot come at them without paffing over the Swi 
Territories ; whereupon the Cantons have refolv’d, 
to demand a Declaration of the French Ambaffador, 
.of his meaning by thefe Expreffions in his laft Me- 
morial, That no Umbrage need be taken, tho his 
Mafter flould happen to make more Congucfts in our 
Neighbourhood ; and what Places are intended to be 
conquer’d, &c. The Minifters of certain Potentates, 
having in their late Memorials ran out into fuch Ex- 
preffions as have given Offence to many in Switzer- 
land, the Regents feem refolv’d to receive no more 
fuch Memorials, 

The Memorial of the French Ambaffador above- 
mention’d, is not yet come to our harids. 

Ratisbon, Mar. 19. The Minifter of the King of 
Pruifia has notified to the Imperial Diet, that the 
Affair of feizing the Town of Nordhaufen by his 
Matter is compos’d, that there are bur 2 Companics 


of PruMfians left in it, and that they fhall likewife rez 


tire our of it, as foon as, the Lunenburghers are with 
drawn out of Hildefheim, and the Elector of Ha- 
nover has declar’d he will make no Attempt on 
Nordhaufen. Hereupon the Lunenburg Minifters 
have given out a Paper, importing that the Emperor 
approves of their putting a Garrifon into Hildetheim. 
Both the King of Denmark and the King of Prufiia, 
infift, thata Diet of the Eftates of the Circle of 
Lower Saxony be held in Lower Saxony, refufing to 
fend their Contingents of the Troops of that Circle, 
unlefs fuch a Diet be held, and Hildefheim evacu- 
ated. The Englih Refident has given plain Indi- 
cations, that he is not at all difpos’d to enter into 
Alliaisce with the Empire, before the Refolutions 
taken in’this general Diet be executed, that isto fay, 
till the 120cco Men are brought into the Field. 
According to the Advices from the Bavarians, they 
took Prifoners in the late Fight, 1 Collonel, 1 Lien- 
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cenant-Collonel, 2 Majors, 8 Captains, 13 Enfigns, 
and 700 Soldiers : Of the Bavarians, Copnt Leopold 
d’Arco, Captain of a Troop of Carabineers,the Mar- 
uefs de Beaufeau, and 3 or 400 Soldiers were kill'd. 
On the 16th inftanc, the Bavarians took Neubourg 
on the River Ihn. 
From the Harlem Courant, dated March 31. 
Heilbron, Mar. 24. A Relation of the Fight on the 
rith at Yferbirn, nor far from Bayerbach, has been 
made publick here, containing in Subftance, that the 
Saxon General Plefs, being about to march from 
Yferbirn with the Imperial and Saxon Cavalry, to 
follow the Infantry which the Day before pafs'd 
over the Ihn to Paflau ;. The Bavarians iffued out of 
a Wood near Schardingen, and fell into the Quare 
ters of the Regiment of Cuiraifiers of Hanover which 
was difurder’d in the Surprize and loft 4 Standards. 


The Reft of the Cavalry being on the March, feve- Degrees, and incites in Vengreal Perfons's and 


ral Squadrons of the Enemy, ‘arin’d with Helmets 
and Cuiraffes, and fome Batrallions, prefented them- 
felves in Battalia before the Wood » ‘Whereupon the 
Imperial Horfe drew up in order, and Capt. Fiegnes 
with 100 Dragoons of the Regiment of Schlick firft 
charg’d the Bavarians, and drove one of their Bat- 
tallions back into the Wood; but the whole Force 


of the Bavarians (being 80co Men) falling imme- — 


diately upon this Captain and all the reft of the Im- 
perial Cavalry, after a tharp Difpute, in which the 
-Bavarians had moft Lofs, the Imperialifts were de- 
feared. The Imperialifts had but 250 Men kill’d in 
the Fight, but had a greater Number Wounded, and 
made a very diforderly Retreat. General Plefs, the 
Collonels Widman and Rifmans, and Count Die- 
trichftein were taken, and feveral Imperial and Saxon 
Officers wounded. The Imperialifts loft their Artil- 
lery and Baggage, and took 3 Standards , 2 Lieute- 
nants, and 1 Enlign, of the Enemy. It appearing 
that the Poft-Mafter of Yferbirn gave intelligence to 
the Bavarians, the Imperialifts burnt his Houfe, 
A that was in it, before they quitted rhe 
Field. 

The Paris Gazette 2 la main of March 26.fays, The 
Count de Monafterole, the Bavarian Envoy at the 
Court of France, has receiv’d Letters, that make the 
Victory of the Elector of Bavaria over the Impe- 
rialifts more confiderable than the firft Advices that 
came to Paris. Which Letters, he fays, have been 
printed at Paris, and import, That above 4000 Im- 
perialifts were kill’d in the Fight, 1300 made Prifo- 
ners, and 1800 Horfes taken, together with the 
Baggage; That the Count de Plefs is among the 
Prifoners. And that the Number of the Slain is 
not to be wonder’d at, becaufe in the beginning of 
the Action no Quarter was given on either fide. 

By the fame Gazette ala main, we learn,, That 
Madam Guyon, famous for certain peculiar Opi- 
nions in Religion, who has been fome time impri- 
fon'd in the Baftile, is fet at Liberty. And that the 
King of Spain has nam’d the Duke of Alva his Am-
